is, and the Benefit we receive thereby; becauſe Love to the 
Goſpel, and to its Author, is the true Motive to all Obedience 
rightly performed, But perhaps ſome may ſay, ſurely we are 
not ſo ignorant as not to know u hat the Goſpel is; indeed the 


| Goſpel is a common Word in the Mouth of moſt People, but 


we are fully perſuaded it is but few who know it in Diſtinction 
from that which is not Goſpel; and the Apoſtle affirms, that 
if our Goſpel be hid, it is hid from them that are bt, in whom 
the God of this Wed hath blinded the Minds of them who 
believe not, left the Light of the glorious Goſpel of Chriſt, who 
is the Image of God, ſhould ſhine unto them (3. J. The God 
of this World very welt knows that if he can keep poor Souls 
blind to the Goſpel, they are in his Net, but if the Lord the 
Spirit cauſes the Light of the Goſpel to ſhine unto them, the 
Snare is broken, and the Captives are delivered; and therefore 


_ Satan's Miniſters are made by him very crafty in blending the 
Law and the Goſpel together: Yea, they lie in wait to de- 


ceive poor Souls by transforming themſelves into Miniſters of 
Chriſt (4.). O that the Lord would make his Miniſters wiſe to 
diſtinguiſh between Law and Goſpel ! Some ſay, the Goſpel is 
the four firſt Books of the New Teſtament, Matthew, Marg, 


| Like, and John. Tis true the Goſpel is in them, but why 


ſhould they be called the Gofpel more than the Epiſtles, for the 
Goſpel is in them alſo? There are ſome Parts of the four fiſt 
Books, and of the Epiſtles too, that are not the Goſpel wherein 
we ſtand, and by which we are ſaved; but the Reaſon why the 
four firit Books of the New Teſtament are called the Goſpel is, 
becauſe they contain the, Hiſtory of the Birth, Life, Death, 
Reſurrection, Aſcenſion, and Interceſſion of the only begotten 
Son of God, which is indeed the Subſtance of the bleſſed Goſ- 
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(A.) 2 Cor. xi. 13. 
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go for the Salvation of poor Sinners, that is the glorious Goſpel 
of Chriſt by which we are ſaved. Now, Brethren, vou know 
that all Men are Sinners in the firſt Man, as it is written, 45 
ane Man's Diſabedience many were made Sinners, ſo Death paſſed 
upon all Men, for in him all have ſinned (5.). Beloved, you ſee 
that the Sin of one Man hath brought Sin, Death, Judgement, 
and Condemnation upon all Men, and-not only fo, but Sin 
hath brought blindneſs of Eyes, deafneſs of Ears, and hardneſs 
of Heart, yea a Carnal Mind that is Enmity to God, is not 
ſubject to the Law of God, neither indeed can be {6.); ſo then 
the Thoughts of every carnal Heart are only Evil continually ; 
we have ali wilfully rebelled againſt the Lord our God, we 
have done thoſe 'I hings which he hath forbidden, and left un- 


.done what he hath commanded : Therefore we have no Right 


to the leaſt Favour God hath to give on Account of any Thing 
done by us or in us, for we have all ſinned ayd come ſhort of 
his Glory (7.*. Beloved, if the good Lord had not, out of his 
mere Goodneſs and lov ng Kindneſs, ſent his co-equal and co- 
eternal Son to work out, and bring in an everlaſting Righteout- 
neſs, we muſt have perithed in and for out Sins for ever and 
ever; but blelſed be his Name for that everlaſting Covenant, 
well ordered in all Things, and ſure to all the Secd (8.) | 


I. You know, Brethren, we are choſen in Chriſt before the 
Foundation of the Morld, and given to him; yea, made his Care 
and Charge ; he freely and voluntarily engaged to become cur 
Surety, to make Satisfaction and Reconciliation, when we 
could make none for ourſelves: Burnt offerings, and Offering for 
Sin thou wouldeſt not, neither had/t Pleaſure therein, which are 
hr by the Law; then ſaid he, Lo! I come to as thy Till, 0 
rod (q.). Now this is the ft Branch of the glorious Goſpel, 
on this Account it is that we are prelerved when in open Re- 
bellion againſt God, and in his appointed Time, called by the 
bol Spirit to believe the Goſpel, and by beholding therein the 
Glory. of the Lord, are changed into the ſame Image from 


Gp to Glory, even as by the Spirit of the Lord (1. ).

II. According to the eternal Agreement between the Father, 
Son, and Spirit, in the fulneſs of Time God ſent forth his Son, 
made of a Woman, made under the Law, that he might re- 
deem them- that were under the Law (2.); the divine Son of 
God took our Nature from the Virgin, and was truly Man as 
well as God. Immanuel, God with us. God manifeſted in

the Fleſh; in him dwelt all the Fulneſs of the Godhead 
bodily (3.). As Man, he was in a Capacity to ſuffer and die 
for our dins, and as God, he was able to ſave to the utmoſt all 
that come to the Father by him; this is another Branch of the 
Goſpel: This encourageth poor Sinners to come to him for 
Life, being a near Kinſman, for the Children being Partakers of 
Fleſh and Blood, be alſo himſelf took Part of the ara (4.). O how 
this encourageth us to truſt in him! for, being Jehovah our 
God, none can pluck us out of his Hand |! 


III. Our Surety fulfilled the Law for us; that is to ſay, he hath 
kept all the Commands for us perfectly, both inwardly and out- 
wardly, for the Law requireth of us Hlolineſs of Heart, as well 
as Perfection in Life, and Chriſt hath given the Law this full 
Satisfaction, for his Heart was holy, and his Life was perfect; 
now this Obedience of his which he performed in his own Per- 
ſon, is given and imputed to us for Righteouſneſs: In this 
Obedience the Lord looks on his People as perfectly holy and 
righteous, and without this we cannot do any Thing right in 
the Sight of God, for he that doeth Righteouſneſs, is righteous, 
even as he is righteous (5.), It is in this Obedience alone, with- 
out any Works of ours, that our dear Redecmer will, in the laſt 

Day, preſent his Bride before his Father, without Spot or Wrinkle, 
or any ſuch Thing : unblameable and unreprovable in his Sight (b.); 
and this is another Branch of the Goſpel of Chriſt, 


IV. God hath laid on our Surety the Sins of all his People (7.); 
he ſuffered the Puniſhment due to his People, in their Name, 
and in their Nature; their original Sin, their actual Sin, their 
Heart Sin, yea all their Sins paſt, preſent, and to come; ſo that 
now there is no Quarrel between God and his People, for he 
hath reconciled us to wk 14 by Feſus Chrift, and hath committed unto 
us the Mord of Reconciliation (8.) We are now to inform you, 
that he was wounded for our Tranſgreſſims—he was bruiſed fer 
our Iniquities—the Cha/liſement ef car Peace was upon hin 
end by his Stripes we are healed q.)

V. He roſe again for our Juſtification. Friends, when Chriſt 
ſuffered, died, and roſe again, he did it not as a ſingle Perſon, 
but as the Head and Surety of his People; hence the Apoſtle 
ſays we are crucihed with him dead with him—raiſed up toge- 
ther with him—aſcended and ſet down in heavenly Places in 
him. So then, a Part of the Elect is in Heaven already in their 
Head. The Children being Pariakers of Fleſh and Blood, he alſo 
bimſelf took Part of the ſame (3.). | 

VI. Our great Redeemer is now preparing Places in Heaven for 
us, that we may be with him. In my Father's Houſe, ſays he, 
are many Manſions ; if it were not ſo, I would have told you : 1 go 
to prepare a Place for you, and I will come again, and receive you 
unto myſelf, that where 1 am, there ye may be alſo, to behold my 
Glory (4.). But this is not all, for 


VII. He ever liveth to make Interceſſion for us, or plead in our 
Behalf (5.); but what does he plead ? Does he plead any Good- 
neſs in us, or any good Thing done by us? No ſurely, We 
are entirely unworthy of the leaſt of God's Favours. You 
know, Brethren, when the High Prieſt went into the Holieſt 
once a Year, he never went in without Blood, to offer for his 
own Sin, and for the Sins of the People; but our High Prieſt 
having, by one Offering of himſelf, for ever perfected them who 
are fanAified, and is now entered by his own Blood into the 
Holieſt of all, into Heaven itſelf, there to appear in the Preſence 
of God for us. Now with what ſhould he make Interceſſion, 
but that with which he entered in, that is, his own Blood ? 
Chriſt's Interceſſion appears to be ſomewhat like this: When 
a Sinner is convinced, by the Lord, the Spirit, of his undone 
Condition, by original and actual Sin, and is made ſenſible that 
none but Chriſt can ſave him, and is enabled to cry, Lord, ſave, 
for Chriſt's Sake; thi Man will plead Chriſt alone without 
any Works.of his, for Chriſt is ahle to ſave to the utmoſt all 
them that come to God by him, ſecing he ever liveth to make 
Interceſſion for them, as much as, if Chriſt ſhould ſay: “ Fa- 
ther, here is a poor Sinner begging Forgiveneſs for my Sake, 
L have ſuffered for his Sins, poured out my own Blood for his 
* Reconciliation, wrought out, and brought in an everlaſting

The Anſwer is, My Son hath magnified, the Law, and made

5 Sinner ſhould be accepted in Chriſt, though his Sins have 
<< been ever fo numerous, and, as a Token of my Love, | will 
90 give him the Knowledge of Salvation by the forgiveneſs of 
„ Sins“ Thus Chriſt intercedes. for all the Favours his Bride 
wants in Time or Eternity; hence the Apoſtle writes to the 
Children of God, not to fin, but if any of them do fin, fo: 
their Encouragement not to deſpair of God's Mercy in Chriſt. 
he ſays, we have an Advocate with the Father, Feſus Chriſt, il. 
Righteous (O.) Yea, he gives them eternal Life, and they ſha! 
never periſh, neither ſhall any pluck them out of his Hand, fo: 
they are kept by the Power of God, through Faith unto Salva- 
tion. a | ; 


VIII. He will come again the ſecend Time without Sin unto 
Salvation, and raiſe their dead Bodies out of their Graves according 
to his Mord: Marvel not at this, for the Hour is coming, in the 
which all that are in the Graves ſhall hear his Voice, and ſhaſl 
come forth; then will he ſay to his own People, Come ye bieſſed 
of my Father, inherit the Kingdom prepared for you before the 
Foundation of the World : He will ſet them on the right Hand 
of God, from whence flow Pleaſures for evermore (7.).

Theſe Things, we apprehend, are the Sum and Subſtance of 
the glorious Goſpel of Chriſt, who is the Image of God, But 
ſome may ſay, how ſhall I know whether I am of that bleſſed 
Number that ſhall inherit the Kingdom of God? We anſwer, 
if the holy Spirit, the third Perſon in the Godhead, hath con- 
vinced thee of thy loſt State by original and actual Sin, and thy 
utter Inability to do any Thing toward thy Salvation, and made 
thee willing to part with thy own Doings in point of Accept- 
ance with God, and hath given thee Faith to cloſe in heartily 
with the Goſpel, to receive the Truth in the Love of it, and to 
ſay, O that I may be found in him, not having on my own 
Righteouſneſs which is of the Law, but that whichys by Chriſt, 
the Righteouſneſs which is of God by Faith (8.)! If this is thy 


If 1 happy State, all is thine, thou art paſſed from Death unto Life, 


and ſhalt never come into Condemnation ; whether thou haſt 
been a moral, upright Man, or a prophane, filthy Creature, 
there is no Difference, for al! have ſinned and come ſhort of 


the Glory of God; but we- are juſtified freely by his Grace

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rough the Redemption that is in Chriſt Jeſus, The Lord 


has given a free Invitation in the Goſpel to all heavy laden Sin- 
ners, ſaying, Ho! every one that thirfleth come ye to the Waters, 
and he that hath no Money ; come ye, buy and eat, yea come, buy 
Nine and Milk without Money, and without Price—Come unto me 


all ye that labour and are heavy laden, and I will give you R]. - 


All that the Father giveth me ſhall come unto me; and him that 
cometh to me I will in no wiſe caſt out-—All Manner of Sing 
ſpall be forgiven and he that believes ſhall be ſaved; yet Faith is 
not a Condition but an Evidence of Things not ſeen ; Faith is the 
Gift of God (q.). Now, Brethren, you have nothing to do to- 
ward your Juſtification in the Sight of God, nor toward the 
Pardon of your Sins, only let your Converſation be as becometh the 
Goſpel of Chriſt, that whether we come and ſee you, or elje be 
abſent, we may hear of your Affairs; that 2 land faſt in ons 
Spirit, with one Mind, ſtriving together for the Faith of the Goſpel? 

ear Brethren, nothing becomes the Goſpel more than for us 
to be in one Spirit, to love one another as Brethren, and to live 
in Love; to be of one Mind, to promote the Intereſt of the Goſ- 
pel, and of one another, from a Spirit of Love to him who hath 
loved us, and given himſelf for us, and not only contend, but 
earneſtly /rive together for the Faith once delivered to the Saints, 
It becomes the Goſpel that zwe in nothing be terrified by our 
Adverſaries when they perſecute us, deſpitefully uſe us, and. ſpeak 
all Manner of KEvil againſt us falſly for Chriſt's Sake, for this 
is to them an evident Token of Perdition, but to us of Sal- 
vation, and that of God, therefore let us rejoice, and be ex- 
ceeding glad, for great is our Reward in Heaven, for it it 
given unto us, on the Behaif of Chriſt, that we ſhould not only 


believe on him, but alſo ſuffer for his Sake (1.). It becomes 


the Goſpel, for the People that believe it, to be very careful to 
maintain good Works out of Love to God ; they ſhould be 
found in all the Ordinances of his Houſe, and abſtain from fleſhly 
Pleaſures which war againſt the Soul, they ſhould be ſober, and 
do all Things that are right in the Sight of God; peradventure 
you will ſay, how ſhall we learn this Leſſon? The Grace of God 
which bringeth Salvation hath appeared to all Men, EACH 
us, that denying Ungodlineſs, and worldly Luſis, we fhould live 
ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly in this . preſent World (2). Be- 
loved, would you live more holy and happy? It muſt be by 
Faith in the Son of God, for this is the Naher, that overcometh 
be World, even our Faith (3.). Would you have more of the 
Image and Spirit of Chriſt in your Souls? O then behold the 
Glory of the Lord Jeſus, in the Glaſs of the Goſpel: Behold 
im in his Godhead and Manhood, able to ſave to the utmoſt

Behold him 
perfectly fulfilling the righteous Law of God for thee, that 
thou mighteſt have a Wedding Garment to ſtand before God 
in, without Spot or Wrinkle, or any ſuch "Things! -Behold 
him in his Manhood ſupported. by his Godhead, bearing thy 
Sins, and the Wrath of God due to thee for them | See how 
he was crowned with Thorns, fpitted on, nailed to the Crots, 
pierced with a Spear, pouring out his -own Heart's Blood, yea 
his Soul was made an Offering for thy Sins, by which thou art 
for ever celivered from the Wrath of God Behold him riſing 
from the Dead for thee ! Bleſſed are they that have Part in the 
firſt Reſurrection! On them the fecond Death hath no Power 
behold his glorious Aſcenſion, and bleſſed Interceſſion now at 
the right Hand of God! By thus beholding the Lord, you may 
triumph, and fay, O Death! where is thy Sting? O Grave 
where is thy Victory? The Sting of Death is Sin, and the 
Strength of Sin is the Law; but Thanks be to God who grocth 
us the Victory through our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. Beloved, the 
more the Spirit enables you to behold the Glory of the Lord in 
this Glaſs, the more you will love him, and be like him, for 
we, with open Face bebolding as in 4 Glaſs the Glory of the 
Lord, are changed into the ſame Image, from Glory to . Glory, 
even as by the Spirit of the Lord. The People of God do not 
neglect their Duties ſo ſadly as they do, becauſe they do not 
know them, but becauſe they ſee them in the Spitit and Glals 
of the Law, therefore they cannot love them; but when they 
ſee them in the Spirit of the Goſpel, they delight in them after 
the inner Man, Duties are to be taught, that the People may 
receive the Law from the Hand of the Prieſt, for we. are not 
zuithout Law to God, but are under the Law to Chri/!, but 
no Work done from the Spirit of Bondage is regarded of God, 
\ yet he will never forget the Work of Faith, and the Labout of pr
